Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Razouk et al. 

Razouk et al discloses formation of oxide 110, masking of oxide 1 10 with photoresist 1 14, pull back 
of oxide 110 from the corners of a trench 302, liner oxide 602/604 formation including a portion on the 
substrate surface adjacent the trench, deposition of polysilicon 802 over the liner oxide and oxide 1 10 with 
a portion extending over the substrate adjacent the trench and formation of nitride 702 over the polysilicon 
802 (figures 1-13). The thickness of the polysilicon filling the trench would inherently be capable of 
surviving an oxidation step that only oxidizes a portion of the polysilicon. Also, the polysilicon would 
inherently be. able to expand laterally and vertically because that is an intrinsic property of the material.
